WELCEOMED BY THE KING ON BEHALF OF 
THE NATION. 


The Visitor’s Reply. 
( Renter's Service. ) 


_ London, “May 9. 


At the banquet at Buckingham Palaco thie evening the King, 
toasting Prince Hirohito, extended the warmest welcome to his 
Imperial Highness o8 the guest of the British nation and expressed 
deep appreciation of the signal compliment paid to Britain by the 
Emperor of Japan in ontrusting to her his.oldest son on the first 
occasion in history that the Heir-Apparent of Japan had left his 
native shores. The visit. symbolised the loag Anglo-Japaneso 
friendship. The British admired the great nation of Japan, and were 
‘grateful for Japan's loyal support. The gallantry of her Army and. 
Navy inavar'time convinced them that Anglo-Japanese friendly co- 
operation was an essential factor in the maintenance of the world’s 
peace, Mix Majesty récalled that he visited as a youth the beautiful, 
unforgetaole Japan, and paid a tribute to the warmth of the rocep- 
tion accorded him by the Japancse and their illustrious Sovercign, 
the wise Emperor whose name was synonymous with tho glories of 
New Japan. It was a great pleasure to havo the opportunity of 
returning tho hospitality to his grandson, His Majosty rejoiced 
‘immeasurably to learn that the health of the Ewmporor of Japan, 
which had caused great anxicty in tho pust year, was mach improved.’ 
His Majesty assured Prince Hirohito and the Emperor of his un- 
alterahle esteem and regard.

Prince Hirohito, roplying, expressed deep gratitude at the King's 
very kind words, which he was sure would profoundly move the 
heart of bis anguet father and all his people. From the first moment, 
that he touched the Kastera outposts of the Groat British Empire, 
he had everywhere b:on accorded the most bountiful hospitality, 
doubtless as a result of the King’s command, ‘but the culmination of 
the King’s goodwill and hospitality,in this warm and” magnificent 
reception by their Majesties was a favour beyond his expectation, 
lor which reason he found it impossible to express his gratitude 
adequately. His Highness had the happiest feeling that at the very 

rat step of his Huropean tour of study and observation he had set 
foot on the beautiful shores of thie great ‘country, whose invariable 
friendship and goodwill was prized very highly by the whole nation 
of Japan. 


His Highness was extremely gratified at the happy relations 
between the two Allied countries, which had wel) stood the strain 
and stresa of time, and would continue, as His Majesty had observed, 
to be one of the ossantial factors in the maintenance of the world’s 
peace. Referring to the King’s considerate solicitude and regard 
for the opportuneness of his visit, Prince Hirohito said that he deemed 
himself fortunate to visit Britain at this vital moment. Nothing 
inypressed him more deeply than the courage and endurance, 
mingled with a fine spirit of inoderation and common-sense, which 
Britons‘ always exhibited in the face of-national troubles. He 
fervently and contidently hoped that the present trouble would prove 
a transient cloud, which would soon pass, making the sky only the 
brighter. His Highness was genuinely interested in the King’s 
telling of, his trip to Japan, and he was glad of the assurance that 
Prince Arthur of Connaught was pleased with his repsated visits 
to Japan, 


His Highness thanked the King most: heartily on behalf of 
himself, Prince Kanin, aud the members of his. suite, for his 
Majesty's wish that they would be at home in Britain, regarding 
which His Highness declared that the Prince of Wales, by the kind- 
ness of his heart, had made him feel already at home on British soil. 
He expressed profound appreciation of the great courtesy shown him 
‘by the British Heir-Apparont, He was happy to say that the Emperor 
of Japan's health had been lately so markedly improved that he had 
gtanted Prince Hirohito leave to come on the present trip abroad. 
His Highness concluded by «xpressing thanks for the great honour 
done him, and drinking the health and happiness of their Majusties.

The first fiscal controversy, foreshadowing a revival of the Free 
Trado versus Tariff Reform dispute was reopened in the -House of 
Commons this afternoon, when Mr. Baldwin (President of the Board 
of Trade) introduced resoluiions in connection with safeguarding the 
Industries Bill. He declared that the Government intended to ignore 
criticism and,introduce the measure. He pointed out that the list of 
articles, affected dormant industries and was confined to the narrowest 
limits. Most of same were essential to the national defence and the 
scientific foundation of British industries, instancing thé,.chemical 
dye trades, Dealing with dumping, Mr. Baldwin declared that a 
committee would be established empowered to impose duties. for a 
p riod. Trade unions would agree when satisfied that British 
irdustries are not likely to be prejudicially affected thereby. Food 
aod drink are specifically excluded. —~ 

{The resolutions above referred’to provide for an ad vol, duty of 
33.1/3 per cent. for five years on certain commodities, regardless of 
the’ country whence they are imported, including chemical and 
scientific glassware, magnetos and tungsten products, These come

duty of 33.1/3 per cant. in order to check dumping and protect British 
menufacturers against competition of foreign goods which, owing to 
thy depreciation of currencies, can be sold in Britain at prices below 
those at which they can profitably be manufactured in England.]

Lord Weir submitted to the Government a constructive scheme 
to settle the coal dispute which ‘has obtained the widest prominence 
in the press. He declares that all proposals based entirely on wage 
“changes are foredoomed to failure owing to the falling of coal prices 
and they would also cause the closing of many mines, Therefore the 
problem is to bring the price of coal to an international competitive 
level with the least interference of wages, as cheaper coal is essential 
to a revival of industry. The cost per ton of coal in March was 39/- 
per ton whereof the wage cost was 27/9. Industry requires coal at 
20|- per ton.. Lord Weir therefore suggests a return to the 8-hour 
shift thus reducing the wage cost to twenty-four shillings. 

' Lord Weir suggested the restoration: of the 1913 rate of output, 
thus reducing the figure to 20|2, the elimination of uneconomic pits 
reducing it to 19|2, the reduction of wages by 2|- making the wage 
cost per ton 16|10. “The owners are to reduce the cost of stores, 
timber and management from 10/8 to 7/2, thus giving a total cost 
per ton of 24/8 including royalties. Lord Weir urges that the scheme 
be in duration for two years and it also includes restoration of the 
piecework incentive and .does not involve a fresh subsidy, but it is 
proposed that the £10,000,000 subsidy should be retained. to

The Architect’s Evidence. 

‘be Coroner (Mr G. N Orme} 
and @ jury held an inquiry. ut the 
Police Station yesterday atternoon 
into ‘the cireumatonces attending 
thé death of a Chinese girl named 
Chan Yub Ying, one of the victims 
of the Old Bailey house collapse; 
which occurred on the morning of 
the both, April. 

Messrs John Daniel Kinnaird, 
Jnaquiem Baptista aud Carlos 
Maurie Sequeira formed the jury. 

Mr. M. K. Lo represented the 
owners of No. 7 und No. 9 Old 
Paudey and Mr. M. Hf. Turner (of 
Messrs Deacon, Looker, Deacon and 
Harston) the owner of No. 11. 

Mr. J. W. White.-engineer, of 
the P. W.D!, was also in attendance. 

The Coroner, in opening the in- 


-| query, explained that the jury. war 


called to hear evidence’ of the 
circumstances of the death of one 
of the victims of the house collapse 
which took place at No. 11 Old 
Bailey, close to the Police Station on 
the 12th April. In coming to a con- 
clusion on the cause of death of 
the deceased, he took it that the 
finding would also apply to the 
other eight victims. The jury 
would also have to say whether 
death was accidental or not and if 
thera was any negligence on the 
part of anyone which amounted to 
their being held responsible for 
the divaster. 

Dr. Henry Harold Scott, 
medical officer in charge of the 
Victoria Mortuary, was the first 
witness. Hoe stated that on the 
morning of the. 15th April he 
examined the budy of a girl 
identified og Chan Yuh Ying. by 
her father and o servant of the 
family, in the presence of Inspector 
Macdonald, Thore were several 
pruises on the body but the actual 
cass of death wore fractures of the 
breast bone ond of several ribs on 
eithor side. 

Yung Hin Vat, of 24 Caine road, 
the fathor, gave evidence of identi- 
fication. : 

A Chinesé carpenter doposed he 
wax engaged to carry out certain 
work at No. 11 Old Bailey. There 
wore eight men thore sitogether. 
On the first floor all the timbers 
and boarding bod been taken out 
with the exception of two beams 


‘which bad bean Isft one at cach 


[work actually started, 


end. 
done on the second floor. On the 
first floor .level, brickwork and 
cement cobbling had been carried 
out snd between ten and twenty 
new-iloor joists were fixed .in posi- 
tion. On the’ afternoon and even- 
ing of the 12th April the wall be- 
tween Nos, 11 and 1:} was shored 
up, supporting the latter house up 
to.the second floor: There was no 
sboripy of the wall between No. 9 
aod No. li. That night he slept 
in the house. At the time of the 
collapse he was asleep and was 
buried underneath the debris, but 
being on the ground floor was pro- 
tected by the supports. 


Wilhoam Lionel Weaser, archi- 


itecb and surveyor, stated he was 


instructed on or about the 15th or 
16th of March by a Chinese. contrac- 
tor to prepare plans showing new 
floors and alterations to the froat 
wall of No, Lk, Old Bailey Plans 


were prepared and submitted on.’ 


22nd March to the building authori- 


‘ty, and approved by them on the 


29th March. A copy of the plans 
and the permit were forwarded to 
the edntractor on the Ist April. On 
the afternoon of the 12th April he 
visited No. 11 Old Bailey and in- 
spected the party wall of Nos. 11 
and 13. He there meta representa- 
tive of the Public Works Depsrt- 
ment, and as cracks were appear- 
ing in the party wall they agreed 
it should be shored up immedinte- 
Jy and instructions were given tu 
the contracior to do tha work. 
He examined the opposite wall 
from No, 11 side but so far as he 
could see there were no signs of 
eracks or anything else to indicate 
danger. He agreed with the con- 
dition of the house as described by 
the lust witness, except that the 
joists in the first floor were only 
placed in position aud not properly 
fixed.

If 8 new house was being 
built of shout the same size the 
width of the wall on the ground 
floor, as required by the P.W.D., 
would be sbout 2 feet 3 inches, 
Having regard to modern require- 
ments, the thickness of the old wall 
was insuflicient. 


Mr Lo: Do you, as an architect, 
think that there houses derived 
mutual support? : 


Witness: They do, certainly. 


At the present time you do not 
rely on, mutual support? The 
P.W.D. would not allow you to 
build houses like that now ?—Most 
decidedly they would. - 

The witness did nob regard cob- 
bling as dangerous provided the 
work wae properly done. It was 
not dangerous if done in short 
length. He did not think the 
collapse was due to the cobbling. 
If the cobbling was carried out 
in long lengtha, it might have 
aggravated it. 

The witnees agreed to Mr Lo’s 
suggertion that it was bis duty to 
see that the alterations could safely 
be carried out and not that 
of the P.W.D., who simply 
approved the plans ss being in 
accordance with the Public 
Henlth and Building Ordinance. 


Replying to further questiona, the 
witness stated “he did not give 
notice under section 237 to the 
adjoining owner hecauee it was not 
the usual practice to do so in Hong-

CANTON’S ANGER. 


Our Chinese friends in Cauton appear to be angry 
with the Hongkong Government over the latter's attitude 
to the inanguration of Dr. Sun Yat-sen as President. and 
the Canton Pines of yesterday not only repeated what was 
being said in the vernacular press but also relieved its 
feelings in the course of a “leader.” The instruction 

‘ iggued by the Secretary for Chinese Affairs that there were 
to he no public demonstrations in the Colony on Thursday 
last has been described in the Canton Chinese press as “an 
outrageous proclamation which has greatly aroused’ the 
‘indignation of the Chinese.” And there was a great deal 
more couched in asimilar strain., We were told that inasmuch 
as Chinese in the interior have often celebrated the birthday 
of H. M. the King.and that no prohibitive order has ever 
been issued by the officials of China, the Hongkong 
Government by its forbiddance of demonstrations did 
something calculated. to injure Chinese friendship and 
arouse indignation. Just let us see. ; 

Our friends in Canton have a right to-elect a President 
if they wish, and they also have a right to celebrate that 
election. But the fact remains that that President and 
the Government that elected him is not recognised by any of 
the foreign Powers, Britain included. : The Canton people 
have appealed for recognition and possibly feel that they 
ought to have it, but that makes not one tota of difference to 

the position of the Hongkong Government. . So long as 
Britain chooses to recognise the Peking Government only, 
the Canton government is a rebel Government and demons- 
trations in its favour could never be permitted to take place 
in this Colony, Hongkong cannot help itself in the 
‘matter ; it was compelled by international usages to do 
what it did. In the interests of law and order and in 
continuance of its friendship to Peking it took the only 
‘course open toit. It isa pu that those who have spoken 
of anger and indignation did not view the matter in ‘its 

before accusing the Hongkong Government of 

what they seem to think is petly antagonism. Presuming 

there are many Hongkong Chinese who view favourably 
the recent happenings in Canton there must be many who 
do not and ‘there is no guaranteeing that demonstrations in 
this Colony would haye been free: from opposition. When 
-the Canton Times, in its leader, says that the attitude of 
Hongkong is almost hostile it fails to distinguish between 
hostility and ordinary precaution. . 

Let us be frank and admit we very much iike the tone 
of the concluding sentences of the Times editorial. True, 

. the interests of Hongkong and Canton run very much in. 
parallel lines and a hinterland “ prosperous, developed, 
well governed and free from pirates and brigands” is the 
very thing that we in Hongkong have so long prayed for 
It might just be that the present regime in Canton is 
making an endeavour to give us that, but until it has made 
its entry into the family of the world’s recognised govern- 
ments it cannot, officially, exist--at least so far as this 
Colony’s Governwent is concerned. And, therefore, all the 
“talk about hostility, anger and indignation is, to say the

Mr. E. G. Hommorde, K. C, 
has been in the limelight from 
time to time sincé ho savored: a 
sonsational success at’ Honley by 
winning .the Diamond Sculls 
through his strongly-fancied 
rival, Mr. Howoll, collapsing and 
falling, insensible, into the water. 
Since then, as lawyer, politician, 
dramatist, and sportsman, Mr. 
Hommerde has come into notice 
‘ona number of occasions. His 
latest appearance in the head- 
lines of the Press is of another 
sort. A monoylonder brought 
an action against Mr. Hemmerde, 
and in the course of 
the hearing it was alleged 
that the latter obtained £10,000 
from the Liberal Party's funds in 
1909, which led to questions being 
asked in Parliament ‘tho other 
day, Tho answer appears to ex- 
culpate the party Whip, and Mr, 
Hommerde has since explained 
that the sumi was a personal loan 
to him from several M.P’s 
irrespective of party. Mr. Hem- 
merde also explains that his 
financial embarrassment is due to 
operating very heavily on the 
Stock Exchange, an imprudent 
proceeding at most times, and, 
particularly so when ,the operator 
confesses that he is, like Mr. 
Harold Skinipole, a mere child in 
such worldly matters. It will be 
interesting to see how Mr. Hem- 
merde’s vicissitudes of fortune 
affect his relations with the Lab- 
our Party, whose prospective 
Attorney-General he is sometimes 
looked upon as being—s singular 
position, at first sight, fora Win- 
chester and Oxford man.

European Heavily Fined. 


Before Mr. R. E. Lindsell, at 
the Magistracy this morning, Mr. 
Van der Steen was charged on 
remand, aot the instance. of 
Inspector Garrod, with failing to 
sound his horn and failing to 
stop his car after the occurrence 
of an accident. : 

The summonses were in con- 
sequence of an accident ocourriug 
on the 20th April last when,: in 
rounding the City Hall corner 
into Des Voeux Road, motor car 
No 191, -then driven. by Mr. 
Van dor 3teen, knocked down 
a Chinese coolie, who was 
injured, though not very scrious- 
ly. It was alleged that Mr. Van 
der Steen did not stop his car 
aftor the accident, ‘but continued 
on his way. 

The victim of the accident 
in his evidence staled that 
he wos 15 feet infront of the 
car when it rounded the corner. 
The car’s horn was ‘not sounded, 
and he was knocked down by the 
right mudguard and rendered 
unconscious, When he came to, 
the car had disappeared, 

Lan San deposed that he was 
with the last witness on the after- 
noon in question and was an eye- 
witness of the - accident. 
The cars horn was not 
sounded when it turned 
the corner, with tho result that 
the complainant, who was. cross- 
ing.the road, was knocked down. 
Witness was four feet away from 


the car at the moment of the]. 


accident. The complainant was 
not able to regain his feet, he had 
to be lifted up. by witness, The car 
slowed down a }ittle after tho 
accident, but .this was only 
momentarily. It resumed its 
speed and drove off. 

Mr. W. Vander Stecn made his 
statement in the — witness 
box. He said that he was 
coming down from the Peak 
Tramway station on his way to 
the Hongkong Hotel, and was 
turning round the Des Vooux 
Road bend whon he saw a Chin- 
ese running towards a tram- 
car, on tho right side of tho 
road. Witness applied his brakes 
but the car had struck the man. 
Following this, witness stopped 
his car, saw the man being 
helped to his feet, and naturally: 
concluding from this that. the 
man was not seriously injured, 
he again drove off. 

“1s it not your duty when you 
knock down a man to get out of 
the cat and holp him?" inter- 
ogated bis worship. ° 

Defendant: Yes, that would be 
the best thing to do. 

In further examination the 
defendant admitted that after the 
accident he drove off, and made 
report of it to the Police. - : 

His Worship: Four witnesses 
said you never sounded your horn 
atall as you turned round the 
corner. ~* 

Defendant: When I turned 
round the corner I of course 
sounded my horn. 

The chauffeur employed by the 
defendant deposed that ho was! 
sitting next to his master who 
had charge of the wheel. He 
sounded the ~ hori 
negotiating the corner. 
just as the bend was 
taken, a man ranin front of the 
car and was knocked down. The 
.car, this witness said, stopped for 
five minutes after the accident. 

Asked if he had anything to 
say in connection. with this 
evidence, the defendant said that 
bis chauffeur was telling a 
falsehood when he stated that the 
car stopped for five minutes. 

His Worship said that he was 
already of that way of thinking. 
He found both charges proved 
against the defendant, and on 
the charge of not sounding his 
horn, he would impose a fine of 
$5. As regards the other charge 
which was serious, he inflicted a 
fine of $50. :

afterwards, The only time when 
the conductor had. occasion ‘to 
prevent a passenger from 
alighting from’ the tramcar was 
when both vehicles were in 
motion.

In one.of 
tnese a truck-driver, who without 
any warning suddenly pulled: his 
vehicle across the roadway 
natrowly missing a collision with 
a motor car which with great 
difficulty swerved out of his way, 
was fined $10. :

By September or October néxt 
Hongkong will have motor rail- 
‘Tway coaches to assist in hand- 
ling the fast growing pas- 
senger traffic of the. British 
section of the Kowloon-Canton 


|] Railway. It has been decided by 


the Government that, in the 
interosts of sconomy,. it is pre- 
ferable to ‘augment the present 
locomotive power of the railway 
by the addition of motor coaches 
suited to fast local traffic than 
it would be to ‘increase the 
nuniber of coal burning engines. 
The conditions of railway traffic 
here are very similar to the 
conditions that, prevail in the 
United States, differing con- 
siderably from the conditions 
in the Old Country. In Engtand, 
where .the country is thickly 
populated and where everybody 
is accustomed to: travelling, 
the railway traffic is heavy 
enough to make heavy trains 
necessary,. whereas in tho 
United States and also here in our 
Now Territories the railroad lines 
run through sparsely populated 
districts and railway authorities 
have been compelled to look out 
for the cheapest method of carry- 
ing passengers. Jorthe purposes 
of local traffic on the Kowloon- 
Canton railway, motor coaches 
have been deemed most suitable. 

The Hall-Scott Motor Car 
Company, of San Francisco, 
have met with considerable 
success in the manufacture of 
railway motor coaches and the 
local Government has placed an 
order for two motor coaches and 
one trailor. These are expected 
to arrive in September or 
October. Both motor cars and 
trailer are 62 feet long, the motor 
coaches being driven by six-cylin- 
der internal combustion engines, 
generating 150 h.p. They are 
adapted for use with kerosens 
as fuel. They are capable of a 
spoed of 45 miles per hour, and 
in seating accommodation the 
coaches have room for 60 
passengers and the trailer 
80 passengers, The coaches will 
be divided into first and third 
class sections, and the trailer into 
second and third class section. 

The cars. will be of steel 
construction throughout with a 
double roof for ventilation. They 
will be electrically lighted 
and equipped with fans. The 
windows aré extremely large and 
allow of ‘ample ventillation. In 
finish they present an extremely 
smart and. comfortable appear- 
ance, 

We are informed that Mr. C.D. 
Lambert, the Locomotive Super- 
intendent,§§will be leaving the 
Colony by the es, Empress of 
Asia towards the end of this 
month to be present in San 
Francisco while the cars are 
under construction, so as to ensure 
the work being carried out to 
specification and tobe made fully 
acquainted with the character- 
istics of the engines. This type 
of motor coach is in quite ex- 
tensive use,. throughout’ the 
States and ‘has been tried out for 
the past ten years, 

The Hongkong Government has 
placed its order through the local 
office of the Northwest Trading 
Company, .whose head offices 
are in Seattle. Mr. E. C. 
Dingman is the district manager 
and he reports that his-Company 
has also ~ done considerable 
business in railway materials for 
the Peking-Mukdon Railway and 
other railways of China.

‘There are 700 cases of 
typhus in the camps at the Dre- 
sent time, 

The total population of the 
refugee camps within a week will 
be 60,000, There is accommoda- 
tion for one-fifth of that number. 

Emergency medica! units and 
a shipload of medical” supplies 
have been sent by the American 
Red Cross from Constantinople. 

As the result of investigations 
by the. American Red Cross 
Queen Sophia on Saturday last 
summoned members of the Greek 
Cabinet, and appropriated funds 
to provide adequate relief for the 
Greek refugees. The Government 
at once dispatched a Greek De- 
puty to Salonika with 1,000,000 
drachmas for immediate relief 
operations.

For that reason he 
never destroys hisrough sketch 
books. 

Webster has a wonderful “shot- 
hand” drawing ‘system of his own. 

Say he is doing a big fight at 
the Albert Hall. He will draw 
each of the principals in half a 
dozen aspects, attitudes, or poses, 
and he wil! amplify and complete 
only one of each man—the rest 
go into his: store-house of im- 
pressions. 

He has an almost uncanny gift 
which only those who have studi- 
ed him as closely as 1 have done 
can have noticed.

STEEL PRODUCTION IN EUROPE. 

No steal-producing country on 
the Continent of Europe is to-day 
exceeding 50 per cent. of its pre- 
war rate of output. Mostof them ' 
are considerably - under that ~* 
percentage. In Franoe there is 
neither, the labour, the railroad 
equipment, nor the dock accom- 
modation for any greater volume 
of heavy trade. Germany ie 
marking time at just about half 
ber pre-war rate; but this half- 
rate, by the way is quite 
equal to.Great Britain's present 
production; and Germany is once 
more showing soma revivalin her 
heavy exports. Her light trades 
have, of course, been doing well 
for many months. Luxemburg ia 
struggling to reach a 50 per cent. 
pre-war rate. ; 
dumps, Labour ia excessively 
exacting. More furnaces have 
had‘ to be closed down. Selling 
prices do not now cover costs 
of production, and:-trade is 
thoroughly depressed.
